Cnicaao, Nov, 23.—{By the Associated 
Presa.| The Criminal Court room was 
crowded this morning when the Llronek 
dynamite trial was resumed, 

The first witness was Detective Gale, 
who gave the jury the details of the con 
fession made by Hronek. Hronek said 
many of the bombs found in Lingg’s pes 
session were made by a’man named 
Schneider, Schneider aiso made the bombs 
which he (Hronek) had. The dynamite 
which Hronek had in his house, some ope 
hundred and tweuty sticks, he got from a 
man named Karaflat, Witness testified 
about going to liznie’s house in company 
with Mrs. Hronek, and the delivery  f dyna- 
mite and bombs by her to the officers, 

The cross-examination brought ont a 
statement that Hronek bad ‘said tuere was 
cousiderable indignation about the execu- 
tion of Spies and his companions, and 
he wanted to avenge their death. HMronek 
said it was his intention to harm Bontield 
and Judges Gary and Grinnell, but he re-. 
fused tosay how. He said, however, that 
he did not wantto bring any one else into 
the affair, but would undertake the job 
alone if others would pay him for it. 

Officer Shainer testified that on July 2d 
in the State Attorney’s office Hronek said 
that Chapek told him that the German An- 
archists wanted to start a fire in the city to 
evenge the death of Spies.

GUILTY. 


The Jury Convicts in the Great 
Opium Case, 

AUBURN (N. Y.), Nov. 28.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| When the United States 
Court opened this morning, the Govern- 
ment attorneys were allowed to introduce 
1500 pounds of smuggied opium in evidence 
in the Gardner case, which was then con- 
tinued, 

Hon. Riebard Crowley, for the defendant, 
made another motion to dismiss the case on 
the ground that the indictment places the 
value of $10 per pound on the opium, and 
no evidence was advanced to show that it 
peeeneren any value. The motion was de- 


"ie then asked the Court to rvle that 
there could be no conviction under the first 
and sixth counts in the indictmeat, known 
as the smuggling counts. Counsel claimed 
that there was not a shred of evidenee to 
show that defendant brougbt opium oveg 
from Canada, even if be did receive and 
conceal it. This was alse denied. 

Mr. Crowley surprised the lawyers end 
spectators by amnouncing that he woula 
here rest hiscase, He then summed up for 
the defense, saying that this waa the most 
remarkable trial he had ever witeessed, 
After the courtroom had been floeded with 
trunks and packages, and witnesses had 
sworn to what they centained, the Govern- 
ment had seen fittorest its case without 
opening one of the trunks, and not ese of 
the j ury could say what the contents were. 

0 | two small cans had beeu opened 
one of which achemist had analyzed, and 
it was not proved tbat they contained 
opium. Who could say that the defendant 
had sinuggled any opium? He urged the 
jury not to draw apy inference against the 
defendant because he kad not put bim on 
the stand in his own behalf. Every oris- 
oner stands with the great shield of pre- 
sumptive innocence above him util be is.

He 
characterized the defendant as a man whose 
every step since the Guvernment got on his 
track had been connected with crime. He 
then reviewed the testimony of the princi- 
pal witnesses for the Goverumesat and 
urged that the perpetrators of such .crimes 
shuuld not go unpunished, 

Judge Coxe charged the jury, saylag that 
he regretted that some people looked upon 
smuggling as a pardouable offense. If the 
evi dence were true in this cvse a heinous 
crime had been committed and the Gevern- 
ment had been defrauded of $35,000. There 
was DO dispute asto the facts.

He does 
not ask a subsidy of money or a junketing 
trip, but only that. we’ furnish him with 
printed information im the foreign lan- 
guages to distribute throughout Europe. 

Just consider the money going out of the 
county today for dairy and farm products. 
If we could put barriers on the Rocky 
Mountains to check this outpour, we would 
have no need of a Chamber of Commerce 
today. The thrifty foreigners’ will 
come here to_ raise there _prod- 
ucts and not to buy town 
lots.

The Local Democrats and Their Work. 


The nominations made by the Demo- 
cratic City Convention yesterday, are, as 


arule, not below the average heretofore 


reached by the party in this city. 

The proceedings were enlivened by 
an episode. It would not have been a 
Democratic convention had no episode 
occurred, Sthtesman Lacey (‘Sid’), 
failing to‘run things to suit his notion, 
“rose up on end,” and, though he did 
not “hdwl,” he promptly pla®ed him- 


‘selfin a commanding attitude at the 


head of a band of disgruntled followers 
from the “bloody Second” (*bloody”’ 
is the correct caper, we believe, for a 
Democratic stronghold), ani\proceeded 
to bolt. Ilaving-darkened the door ot 
the ‘urnverein in their retrograde 
movement, and passed out into the 
cold, cold world, the malcontents left 
the convention to transact its business 
in its own way, which it then pro- 
ceeded to do. 

John Bryson, Sr., was nominated for 
Mayor by acclamation, and with much 
elithusiasm. He is a citizen of char- 
acter and high standing, and possessed 
of much strength as a candidate. . 

In its platform the convention an- 
tagonizes previous Republican admin- 
istrations, declares for the enforcement 
of: all ordinances having for their ob- 
ject the suppression of vice and the 
closing of disorderly houses, and upon 
the subject of liquor licenses speaks in 
the following language: 

Resolved, that whilst we do not object to 
the imposition of as high a license upon the 
retail liquor business as it will bear, on the 
principie of increasing the municipal reve- 
nue from the traffic in non-essentials, we 
are Opposed to the — proclaimed by our 
opponents, that disorderly dens may flour- 
ish if they will only pay enough for the 
privilege, ‘The Democracy of Los Angeles 
do not believe in the encouraging of disor- 
derly houses at any price, and are firm in 
their belief that the way to suppress resorts 
obnoxious to good order and to publie mor- 
als is to revoke their licenses and to sum- 
marily close them, 

This resolution deals in “glittering 
generalities’ in its attempt to cope 
with the vital question, the rate of the 
high license which the party now pre- 
tends to favor, whereas heretofore it 
has set itself firmly against this Repub- 
lican reform measure, But the more 
specific declaration, that ‘‘the way to 
suppress resorts obnoxious to good 
order and to public morals is to revoke 
their licenses and to summarily close 
them,”’ is more satisfactory. If carried 
out in good taith, this policy would be 
acceptable, as far as it goes, to respect- 
able citizens of all parties. The reso- 
lution, however, recklessly misrepre- 
sents the Republican position when it 
declares that the party has ‘‘pro- 
claimed” that ‘‘disorderly dens may 
flourish if they will only pay enough 
for the privilege.’? There is no war- 
rant for such a charge. 

With such a platform, we opine there 
is small prospect that the Democrats 
will be taken into the embracing arms 
of the dainty and discriminating men 
and women of the ‘Citizens’ Reform 
Movement.”’ 

The other nominations made embrace 
some fairly good material and some 
that is color.’ ‘They all do it.”’ 
{t is extremely unusual for this party 
to secure good stuff for officers all the 
way through. 

J. R. McManus was nominated for 
Treasurer, D. J. Lewis for City Attor- 
ney, J. L. Manstield for City Tax Col- 
lector, P. M. Gaffey for City Assessor, 
Thomas Kelley (present incumbent) 
and H. J. Wanchett for the Board of 
Education. For Councilmen, C. Pat- 
terson and Peter Keenan were nomi- 
nated in the First Ward; Harvey T. 
DD. Wilson and Jacob Kuhrts in the 
Second; Dr. J. H. bryant in the Third; 
Db. Threlkeld and A. MeNelly in the 
Fourth, and A, F. Mackey in the 
Fifth.. Of these, ‘Jake’? Kuhrts has 
served in the Council before and needs 
no introduction to the voters; Wilson 
isa gentieman of good business con- 
nections; Dr. Bryant may be classed as 
a **tenderfoot’’ with good intentions; 
Threlkeld is well known as an official 
of the Postoffice Department under the 
expiring Administration; Mackey isa 
man of parts and conceded to be of 
good personal standing and respect- 
able business attainments. 

The real cOntest, we repeat, wil! be 
on Councilmen; and however well par- 
ticular nominees of either party may 
stand personally, we do not believe 
they will be indorsed by the people un- 
less they are found to be entirely sound 
upon the vital questions of high license, 
the suppression of disorder and vice, 
and needed public improvements. 

The business of investigating records 
is now in order, and will be conducted 
by the voters, each for himself,

KAILWAY TRUST. 


Further Details of Jay Gould's Gi- 
gantic scheme 

New York, Nov. 28.—[ By the Associated 
Press.| Jay Gould and Russell Sage held 
a conference with representatives of the 
Rock Island road last night with a view to 
securing their adhesion to the railroad 
trust. Sage says the scheme is meeting 
with general favor, and that it is the only 
practical one for stopping railroad wars. 
Jay Gould holds the same opinion, and that 
the plan will be eventually adopted by all 
the roads. 

The Sun publishes what it claimsis an 
authoritative statement regarding the terms 
of the trust. It says that Jay Gould 
has taken hold of the problem with 
evident sincerity, The Atchison 
Company has been represented by Presi- 
dent Strong, the St, Louis and San Fran- 
cisco road by President Winslow. So far 
as necessary the codperation of the South- 
ern Pacific system was by C. P, Hunting- 
ton or some one of his lieutenants. 
missioner Midgley, who tormerly supervised 
the Southwestern Traffic Association, has 
also been an active participant in the con- 
ference. Under the interstate law a pool- 
ing arrangement is out of the question, It 
is also conceded at the start that all of the 
other old devices for maintaining rates are 
useless. Under these circumstances, two 
points were finally agreed upon. One was 
to take the rate-making power entirely 
away trom subordinate officeis of these cor- 
porations; the other to punish violations of 
the schedule tariff by summary and per- 
manent dismissal. Upon those two funda- 
mental principles ie a plan for run- 
ning the records of Mmpetitive business 
through a clearing-house was formulated. 

The three preat systems referred to have 
agreed to put this pian into execution as 
soon as the preliminaries can be arranged, 
The fact that some of the so-called granger 
roads occupy some of the upper part of the 
southwestern territory, while the Atchison 
system extends into Chicago, led the south- 
western managers to make an effort to 
bring about a revolution in the roads for the 
benefit of ali concerned in the business. Be- 
fore completing their plan wey decided to 
submit it to the presidents of all important 
roads doing business west of Chicago and 
south of St. Paul. 

It should be understood now that all the 
Pacific roads are banded together in the 
Transcontinental Traffic Association, which 
at present is performing its functions most 
satisfacterily, hence they were not included 
in the scope of the present work, nor were 
the roads in the extreme south of the West- 
ern States. A few answers have already 
been received from companies to which the 
outlines of the new and comprehensive 
agreement have been submitted, and ali of 
‘them have signified a desire to become par- 
ties toit. The three presidents heard from 
are those of the Union Pacific, Chicago 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, and ‘Stickney’ 
system, 

WILL NOT BE ADOPTED, - 

CuicaGo, Noy, 28,—It is ascertained that 
he plan, which has been made public, of

This talk about trusts, as ap- 
plied to such an agreement, is the sheerest 
nonsense. The truth is that railreads have 
become desperate at the prevailing condi- 
tion of affairs. Something must be done or 
they will be driven to the wall. The meet- 
ing at New York represented the financial 
interestS of these roads, It was composed 
of men who own the property and who be- 
lieve it should yield some returns, ‘hey 
were determined, if possible, to save the 
railroads from bankruptey. ‘The Interstate 
Law probibits pooling arrangements, and 
it was necessary to devise some other 
means of checking the demoralization,” 

Mr. Midgley said thatif the present con- 
ditions, which were in the main attributable 
to the operation of the Iuterstate Law, 
should continue two years longer, vhere 
would net be a solvent railroad west of Chi- 
cago- When asked if there was any imoye- 
ment on foot to peritee Cengress for a re 
peal of the act, he said; “No such move- 
ment has taken shape as yet, and no appeal 
will be made to the present Congress. It is 
not regarded as the most favorable time to 
present such a measure between two ad- 
_ministrations.” 

The projectors of the new scheme for the 
maintenance of rates and Mr. Midgley were 
agreed upon one point, and that was that 
the subordinate officers of railroads must be 
deprived of the rate-making power, and 
that any assumption of this power must be 
punished by dismissal, Before the plan 
was completed, it was submitted to the 

residents of some important western lines, 

‘avorable replies have been returned by 
the presidents of the Uuion Pacitic, the 
“Stickney” system and the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul, while President Ca-

| Traffic in the yards on the Belt road has 


moved along with conmendabie regularity. 
The officials assart that new men are apply- 
ing constantly. The situation with the 
strikers had grown desperate, and they 
must do something. Consequently they 
called a secret conference last night with 
the engineers and firemen, at which a very 
strong sentiment favorable to the switch- 
men was manifestea. After a prolonged 
discussion a decision was reached which 
the striking men hailed with pleasure. In 
accordance with the action of the meeting a 
committee composed of representatives of 
the three brotherhoods was appointed to 
call on the officers of the various roads to- 
day and request them to submit the matter 
atissue' between them and the switchmen 
to arbitration. 

This forenoon the committee called on 
several superintendents, and. followed its 
instructions. No threat accompanied the 
report, and the officials were left to judge 
for themselves whether a refusal would 
lead to further That they 
regarded this phase of the trouble as much 
more serious than mere surface appear- 
ances indicate is evident from the haste 
with which they gathered into secret con- 
ference at the union station. The result of 
this conference of superintendents has as 
yettaken no definite form for either arbi- 
tration or concession. Chief Sargent of the 
firemen arrived this morning, and joined 
Chiefs Wilkinson and Sweeny of the switch- 
Chief Arthur is now positively ex- 
pec 

The brakemen lave been outspoken in 
their sympathy with the switchmen ever 
since the strike began, On several occa- 
sions early in the trouble they refused to 
fill places vacated by strikers and were dis- 
charged. This action they took simply as 
individuals, but itis now undersiood that 
their brotherhood has passed on the ques- 
tion and officially instructed its members to 
fill no places which switchmen have aban- 
eaned. The reasons for the support which 
the brakemen are giving the strikers is sub- 
stantially animating the engineers and 
firemen.

PANIC IN A SOCHOUL. 


Great Loss of Life Averted by the 
Teachers’ Courage. 

St. Louris, Nov. 28.—| By the Associated 
Press.| A panic occurred at the Blair 
school today, and nothing but the great 
presence of mind of the corps of teachers 
prevented a great loss of life. The steam 
heating apparatus got out of order, and a 
rattling in coils, coupled with the escaping 
steam, alarmed the children, who, fearing 
an explosion, started for the door.

The faithful teacher was borne 
to the floor and trampied upon, sustaining

The 
janitor appeared on the scene, and did 
rough but heroic work in preventing the 
children from trampling each other to 
death. 

A pupil in room No. 13 raised a cry of 
fire,and the pupils madearush for the 
hall. Miss Cullen, the teacher, with com- 
mendable presence of mind and-heroic ef- 
forts, quelled the disturbance, and in a 
short time order was restored. 

Two of the teachers, Miss Millerand Miss 
Krebs, were badly. injured by being 
trampled upon. Seven pupils were injured.
